What 
the Dutch laborer acquires with pains he 
will guard with care. Whether in. field or 
town, he reflects on the value of his earn- 
ings; and tho energies which a warmer 
blood and a more impetuous temperament 
would expand of political excitement ne 
•will con&ecratc to the itaprovemrat of liis 
o-vra individual lot. The question of the 
hour or the news of the day possesses but 
little interest for him; he prciew his Bible 
to his newspaper, irad hia fannly fireside 
to tlie reitling room or the political meet- 
IULT. AU llus, liowovcr, is tlie fruit of his 
nutienal churftcter. 
Place the British 


workman in the same position, and he will 
be miserable. When the Dutch would be 
satisiicd with a dinner of vegetables, the 
Englishman would require bread, cheese 
and bacon, arid oven meat; when the one 
would be content with a mug of water, 
the other would want his pot of beer. No 
such other picture of a contented work- 
man is given for anywhere else. In Den- 
mark a first rate carpenter might contrive 
to earn 20s. a week, and a first rate brick- 
layer 30a.; but, all things considered, 
where the English (London) operative is 
earning 20s- a week tlie Dane may be get- 
ting 13s.; the English 36s. wages answer- 
ing to 10s. or 30s. in Copenhagen, Unfor- 
tunately, however, seldom is the Dane pro- 
per the person to earn the highest wages, 
for the Dane has yet to learn the meaning 
of the word -work; of endurance and tho- 
i oughness ho has seldom an adequate no- 
tion. Hence the Swedish artisan comes 
in and takes the bread from MB mouth; 
the German enters, and ne gets on better 
than the Dane himslef. In Sweden, mat- 
ters itf-e better. The agricultural laborer 
earns 20d. a day in summer and lOd. a day 
in -winter; ironfoiraders earn Is. 8d. to 2s. 
lUd., and wo may take it that skilled 
workmen earn 2s. to 3s. Gd. a day. But 
there is not the slightest chance for a for- 
eign artisan to find work there. The sup- 
ply of laborers scarcely equals the de- 
mand. The severity of the climate, the 
long winter, with the peculiar character 
of the Swedish people, constitute difficul- 
ties I" Llio ""-ay. and a,ny attempt to carry 
on foreign enterprise with, foreign labor 
has hitherto met witb no success. 


THE GEKMAN ARTISAN. 


Iu Prussia the journeyman-artisan is 


severance are certain to be rewarded; for 
nowhere else do we hear that the wages of 
skilled workmen average so high as from 
9s. to 15s, a day, and that of unskilled 
workmen, such as laborers, teamstew, 
and watchmen, from two shillings six 
pence to seven siVillingH six pence a day. 
There is one feature, moreover, in the 
American labor market which, exists no- 
where else, and that is that it affords am- 
ple room for any number of workers. The 
Southern States of the Union present the 
most promising field for emigrants ant 
laborers. In the State of Alabama there 
are hundreds of plantations totally uncul- 
tivated, in consequence o£ the owners be-'. 
ing unable to procure laborers. In Savan- 
nah there is more work than the force at 
hand can accomplish, and an influx of 
steady, reliable laborers is especially want- 
ed in Virginia; while California is de- 
scribed as u. paradise fur female servants, 
and in tho Pacific States the position of 
the artisan and industrial classes ia one of 
great prosperity. They are independent, 
well housed, -well fed and generally self- 
reliant.

In Saxony wages are not 
high—they average no more than 9s. to 
12s. a weelt; but the Saxon workman 
know." how to teep himself and his fam- 
ily on that sum and frequently to lay by 
something which enables him t» purchase 
a small house, and a plat of ground at- 
tached to it. In Wurtemburg the con- 
dition of the laborer is still better, and the 
facilities which the workingman possesses 
of enjoying life are in many respects 
Tenter than in England. Ho is able to 
indulge in meat as a daily article of food, j 
and even the poorest.txrtisan eats sausages,!

There is uo incident of the remote past
